A R O C K E F E L L E R STATEMENT 


Head of Colorado Fuel and Iron Com­ 
pany Goes Into Print. 


New York, April 29.—The only point 
at issue between the Colorado Fuel 
and Iron com pany and the miners so 
far as the company is concerned, is 
unionizing the miners at the demand 
of an outside body, said John D. Rock- 
eefller. jr., in the first statem ent he 
has made concerning the Colorado sit­ 
uation. 
Mr. Rockefeller said the company 
had voluntarily granted all the de­ 
mands of the men long before the 
strike was thought of. The eight-hour 
day, semi-monthly pay, check weigh­ 
men employed by the miners, and in­ 
creases of w*ages, were all established 
by the company before the strike be­ 
gan. 
The 
storekeepers 
are 
under 
strict instructions to tell all employes 
of th*1 company th at they can purchase 
w here they please and that their stand­ 
ing with the company will not be af­ 
fected by it, and as a m atter of fact, 
Mr. Rockefeller said, only 22 per cent 
of the men’s wages are spent in the 
company stores. 
When Congressman Foster, chair­ 
man of the com m ittee on mines and 
raining, came to New* York at the be­ 
hest of the president to interview Mr. 
Rockefeller in the hope of a solution 
of the present situation he w*as unable 
to make any suggestion which did not

A GAS EXPLOSION IN 
AN ECCLES COLLIERY 


Hundreds cl Miners Gut OII 
By Flames. 


Charleston, W. Va., April 29.—Of tho 
196 men who went to work in the No. 
5 mine of the New River company at 
Eccles yesterday, none have been res­ 
cued and it is believed all have per­ 
ish^' 
Of the 74 who entered the 
No. I mine, sixty have been taken out 
alive. 
Four are dead. 
Ten men re­ 
main unaccounted for in mine Ne. 6. 


Eccles, W. Va., April 29—Fears are 
■entertained for the lives of 270 miners 
•who are entombed in the Eccles mines 
of the New River Colliery company 
here. There was an explosion follow­ 
ed by fire in shaft No. 5, in which 185 
men were at work, and the flames ex­ 
tended to shaft No. 6, where eighty- 
five miners were at work. Little hope 
is entertained of saving the miners. 
Rescuers trying to gain entrance to 
the miners have been driven back to 
the surface by the flames. 
Rescue 
crews from the nearby mining towns 
were rushed here, including the res­ 
cue car of tile United States bureau 
of mines stationed at Bluefields, W. 
Va. 
Volunteer crews penetrated No. 5 
and No. 6 mines 200 feet when they 
were stopped by fire. 
All the entries 
In live mines are burning and little 
hope is entertain cm! that the entombed 
miners will be taken out alive. 
The rescue crews under the direc­ 
tion of Superintendent M. E. Kent 
took two foreigners from mine No. 5 
and one from mine No. 6, all so severe­ 
ly burned that they are unrecogniza­ 
ble. 
They are expected to die. 
The 
fire in No. 5 has burned almost to the 
shaft and No. G mine is burning within 
IOO feet of the shaft.
